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THE  PESTICIDE  LABEL 

Every  container  of  pesticide  on  the  market  carries  a  printed  label  authorized  by 
Agriculture  Canada.  This  label  always  bears  the  words: 


READ  THE  LABEL  BEFORE  USING 


The  label  is  a  tool  which  you  must  learn  to  use  proparl 

By  their  very  nature,  pesticides  have  some  degree  of  toxicft5»stj  -    ^fi?vention  of 
over-exposure  is  undoubtedly  the  best  insurance  against  poisoning.  The  most  potent 
pesticides  may  be  safely  handled  provided  the  instructions  are  carefully  followed. 

The  only  pesticides  which  may  be  offered  for  sale  in  Canada  are  those  which  have  been 
registered  under  the  authority  of  the  Pest  Control  Products  Act,  administered  by 
Agriculture  Canada.  These  pesticides  are  then  given  a  registration  number  or  P.C.P. 
Act  number. 

Each  pesticide  container  label  must  bear  a  registration  number,  and  must  also  include 
the  brand  name  of  the  chemical,  the  product's  chemical  composition  and  form,  the  net 
contents,  precautionary  measures,  guarantee,  and  directions  for  use. 

The  label  for  each  pesticide  on  the  market  must  bear  precautionary  statements 
relative  to  toxicity.  For  very  toxic  poisons,  the  label  includes  the  handling 
precautions,  diagnostic  symptoms  of  poisoning,  and  first-aid  measures.  It  should  be 
carefully  studied  before  use  of  the  product.  Pesticide  accidents  are  often  caused  by 
ignoring  the  label  warnings. 


READ  THE  LABEL  AND  KEEP  IT  INTACT  AND  IN  GOOD  CONDITION 


If  you  do  not  have  the  label,  do  not  use  the  pesticide. 

The  primary  and  secondary  panels  of  a  typical  label  are  shown  on  pages  2  and  3 
respectively,  together  with  explanations  of  the  information  they  carry.

Avoid  adrenaline  and  morphine.

FEDERAL  CLASSIFICATION
